THE AUTHOR is one of the world’s greatest living writers of English prose. Her style has the 
blaze of brilliance of a many-faceted gem, and, like the diamond cutter, she brings to every task 
under her hand not merely a natural gift and a practiced skill but the most acutely critical 
care for the smallest detail.

VERYBODY IS thinking of peace nowadays, and 
this means that a great many people are thinking 
of peace who have little natural gift for thought 
and have used what they have but seldom. To 
such as these it often occurs as a bright and, they 





cease if the small countries of the world were merged 
into great states. Their logic is almost, though not 
quite, impeccable. It is countries which make war. 
Therefore, the fewer countries we have, the fewer wars 
we shall have. 

Now, the worst of intellectual crimes is over- 
simplification, the pretense that difficult things are 
easy, for it condemns humanity to failure, since our 
race has perpetually had to save itself by overcoming 
problems which it can solve only by using the last 
ounce of its brain and nerve and muscle. It would not 
use that last ounce if itwere persuaded that those prob- 
lems were any easier. That persuasion never takes a 
more dangerous form than when it urges that trouble 
arising out of the diversities of human beings can be 
settled by ironing out these diversities into flat 
uniformity. For such diversities, if they are so marked 
as to affect the course of events, must be real. They 
may be heightened by fashion and they may be ac- 
corded too much respect, but there must be a core of 
reality in them. 

Reforms that disregard this have a flaw in them; and 
so has this panacea for peace. Small countries cannot 
be eliminated and turned into parts of great states 

‘ because they are in factsmall countries, small groups of 
people who live in small areas and have established 
small civilizations, and who have looked after their 
own business and feel capable of going on looking after 
it. Their history and their innate characteristics have 
given them such individuality that they have not that 
sense of community with any other group which would 
make them eager or even content to run in harness 
with them. In other words, if they are absorbed into 

any great state, they will feel a sense of wrong and 
injustice which puts gr it in the wheels of the great state, 
or they will lose their individuality. 

In either case they will not be what they were when 
they were themselves. There is a pretense now that 

Europe always has been a mess, and that the war is 


just the climax of a lor yrocess of disintegration.
